In this, too, 
we have been unsuccessful, though ne- 
gotiations are now pending which may 
put us ona solid foundation; but until 
such an arrangement can be completed, 
we have decided tosuspend publication. 
We hope it will be for only a week or 
two. 

As soon as we resume publication we 
shall move forward every name on our 
mailing list one or two months. So 
there will be no loss of time during sus- 
pension, and no charge for the eight- 
page paper during most of the time it 
has been issued. With this done, we 
feel that no subscriber will have a right 
to complain. Our advertisements have 
been kept intact thus far in the eight- 
page paper. We are thankful to our 
advertisers for their loyalty tous. No 
charge, of course, will be made during 
the brief suspension. 

The office in the Mills Building will 
be open as usual, and we hereby re- 
quest and earnestly urge every person 
indebted to us to remit immediately. 


Some cannot pay because of hard 
times, but many others can do so. We 
trust that all such will consider their in- 
debtedness a sacred obligation, and one 
that is peculiarly pressing at this time.
